Liquor Purchasers To Be 
Présecuted as Having 
Entered Into Conspiracy 

To Violate Federal Law.

Washington, February 5.—Follow- 
ing months of continuous complaint 


‘from. all parts of the country that 


prohibition is failing to accomplish its 
nurpose, the federal government ‘has 
decided to prosecute violations to the 
limit. 7 

From now on, a_ bootlegger’s cus: 
tomer will be’ just as much an ob- 
ject of federal enforcement as the 
bootlegger. | 

This decision, announced by Mrs. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, assistant 
attorney general in charge of prohi- 
bition prosecution, Thursday, brings 
into reach of the law countless thou- 
sands of purchasers of bootleg liquor 
who have heretefore considered them 
selves immune under the Volstead act 

Based on Criminal Code. 

For two years the dry forces, as rep- 
resented by the Anti-Saloon league 
and other agencies, have been fight- 
ing to have the eourts recognize the 
equal guilt ef the buyer of bovze 
along with the seller. 

This new interpretation by 
Willebrandt, which will bring the 
prohibition law home to those whic 
have flaunted the law without feaz 
of consequences, is not based upon 
the Volstead act. Prosecution will be 
based upon Section 37 of the United 
States criminal code, wherein a max 
imum penalty of two years’ imprisen- 
ment and $10,000 fine is. provided for 
those who conspire to violate the 
laws of the land. Bootleg liquor puc- 
chasers will be prosecuted as having 
entered into a conspiracy to violate 
the laws. 

Applies to. Steady Customers. 

The conspiracy charge will only be 

wpplied to steady customers of boot- 
leggers. Small violators will be pros- 
ecuted under the Volstead act. prob 
ably on a possession charge. 
_ This distinction, it ‘. pointed out, 
i$ necessary because the evidence 
necessary to hang the conspiracy 
charge on a violator is the bootleg- 
ger’s. note book and correspondence, 
which hooks up the patrons with the 
salesman’s illicit activities.

Cave City, Ky., February 6.—(Fri- 
day morning.)—After a test with » 
radio amplification set early this 
morning, members of the party ex- 
pressed the belief that Floyd Collins, 
entombed cave explorer, still was 
alive. 

The amplifier was coupled across 
the electric light wires leading into 
the cave and the lights turned off. ° 
Those listening in with head phones 
reported that they heard distinct 
sounds, believed by them to have been 
caused by jarring of the carbon fila- 
ment in the electrict light bulb fas- 
tened about Collins’ neck. 


Cave City, Ky., February 5.—With 
volunteers digging away @t compara- 
tively leose rock and experienced 
miners held in reserve, the shaft beiag 
sunk ou a hillside as the final effort 
to reach Floyd Collins, dead or alive, 


‘in his’ Sand Cave prison, was slowly 


eating into the depths of more solid

No word has been heard from Col- 
litts for more than 18 hours and none 
is expected for some hours wore. His 
only comfort, if he lives, is his elec- 
tric light and electric heating pals, 
wliich were still using current when 
a test was made tonight. 

Natural Tunnel Obliterated. 

The cave, as a passage-way to Col- 
lins, was abandoned early today when 
an uplift of earth pushed the floor 
against the ceiling, completely oblit- 
erating all traces of the natural tun- 
nel, except for the place where the 
wire seems to enter into solid rock. 

Military officers in charge of the 
camp have placed their men in tents 
which dot the hillside, and are rre- 
pared for a stay of several days, 
which probably will be necessary be- 
fore the trapped man can be reached.

Cave this afternoon and will be placed 
in operation when the rock strata in 
the shaft become too solid to be 
moved with crowbars or picks.

tion for a new trial. Such a motion 
is ineffective, indeed is a mere nullity, 
unless filed and determined in term 
time of the court wherein the cause is 
pending,” Judge Searcy wrote. “The 
next term of the Taylor superior court 
convenes the first Monday in April, 
about 60 days after the date set for 
the execution of the defendants.” 

The judge then called the attention 
of the governor to the unanimous de- 
cisions in Georgia that a juror related 
within the ninth degree to a party in 
a case either by affinity or consanguin- 
ity is disqualified. He urged the gov- 
ernor to see that the defendants were 
given “due process’ of law in the 
cause. 

Sentenced Four Times. 

The youths have been sentenced to 
death four times by the courts and on 
each occasion some legal development 
has intervened to prevent a carrying 
out of the sentence. After their con- 
viction and sentence at their trial their 
attorneys appealed, winning an auto- 
matie stay of execution. When the 
supreme court upheld the verdict of 
the lower court the youths were again 
sentenced to die, the date being fixed 
at November 28, 1924. | 

Governor Walker granted a reprieve 
until January 9 to give consideration 
When the 
youths were taken to Butler to be 
executed January 9 their attorneys 
Won an eleventh-hour stay of execution 
when Judge Searcy granted a tempo- 
rary injunction preventing the execu- 
tion on the ground that arrangements 
for the hanging were of such a nature 
as to make the hanging a public affair, 
which is against the law in Georgia. 
Later Judge Searcy inspected the 
changes made in the jail at Butler and 
dissolved his temporary injunction, 
sentencing the youths to be hanged 
Friday, February 15. 

The latest move of attorneys for the 
defendants may win a new trial for 
the two boys should the governor grant 
the appeal for a respite.

His first wife was Miss Lily 
Ackerland and there were three chil- 
dren. ‘they were divorced in Jan- 
uery, 1920, and within a_ week, 
Fleischmann provoked a social sensa- 
tien by marrying Mrs. Laura Hylan 
Heminway. He was 48 at the time, 
and Mrs. Heminway, the _ divorced 
wife of a Philadeiphia broker, was 
only 22. 

Although Fleischmann had _ settled 
$2,000,000, a summer mansion and 
$25,000 a year on his first wife, he 
was Still unhampered for money and 
was able to make another large set- 
tlement when the second Mrs. Fleisch- 
mann divorced him in Paris,

FLEISCHMANN HEAD ‘ 

OF YEAST CORPORATION. 
Cincinnati, Ohio, February 5.—At 

the time of his death, Julius Fleisch- 


{mann was president of the Fleisch- 


many company, said to be the largest 
yeast manufacturers in the world, and 
of the Hatfield Reliance Coal com- 
pany, of Cincinnati. He was heavily 
interested in many other industries. 

Fleischmann was born in Cincinati 
in 1872, the elder son of Charles and 
Heorietta Fleischmann. He was may- 
or of Cincinnati for two terms, being 
elected first in 1899, the youngest 
tan to hold that office. Following 
his second term, he was active in re- 
pubiican polities for a time, but busi- 
ness interests gradually absorbed 
more and more of his time. 

Spent Recent Years in Gotham. 

He removed to New York to take 
care of his affairs and during the last 
i} years had not spent much of his 
time in Cincinnati. 

Fleischmann was married on April 
12, 1893, to Miss Lilly Ackerland, 
of Cincinnati. There were three chil- 
dren by this marriage. On January 
21. 1920, Mrs. Fleischmann was given 
a decree of divorce here on the groynd 
of “extreme cruelty and gross neg- 
lect.”

Twice Senator Keyes, chairman of 
the senate ccnferees and Kepresenta.

conferees, discussed the Lill with the 
chief exeentive at the white house. 

During the afternoon conference, 
which lasted for more than an hour, 
Secretaries Weeks and Hoover were 
were present and went over a tenta- 
tive draft of the bill earrying pro- 
posed conference changes. 

Later Senator Keyes declared the 
president had neither “approved nor 
disapproved” the plan of the con- 
ferees. 

Since the measure turns the prop- 
erty over to DPresident Coolidge to 
lease or operate by a government cor- 
poration, Senator Keyes declared the 
conferees felt that he should be con- 
sulated before a final draft of the bill 
was completed. 

Call Another Session. 

Late today the senate chairman saia 
one of the conferees had informed him 
that he had _ three proposed amend- 
ments to offer to the tentative draft 
and another session of the conference 
has been called for tomorrow afternoon 
to consider them together with other 
“minor” disputed points. 

The conferees are understood finally 
to have agreed to change the provision 
for fertilizer production to require the 
lessee to produce 10,000 toxs of fixed 
nitrogen for fertilizer after the third 
year and 40,000 tons after the tents 
year. 

This is a substantial modificaticn ot 
the Underwood bill, which would have 
required the operator to produce 10),-

Mrs. R. C. McDowell, wife 
of the United States press correspond- 
ent here, who died Wednesday, will 
be buried Friday. She was the first 
adult to succumb to the plague. Her 
weakened condition due to long vigile 
and labor in support of Dr. Welch, is 
to have been the primary 
cause of her death.

Recalling newspa- 
per praise for Mr. Stone, however, 
because of his “marvelous courage’ in 
informing the judiciary committee 
that he proposed to press the Wheeler 
case here, Mr. Walsh said he could 
scarcely do otherwise since subpoenas 
then had been issued, 
hearing. 

In an aside, Senator Walsh said 
thut so far as the Ownbey case wae 
concerned. he saw no reason why 
confirmation of the supreme court 
appointment should be blocked on that 
gecount. 

The Wheeler ease, in which Senator 
Walsh is acting counsel for his col- 
league, was explained by the speaker 
at some length. He said Mr. Stone’s 
stutement to the committee left an 
errcneous impression that Senator 
Wheeler had brought about the delay 
in trial of his case in Montana. 

Argues Wheeler Case. 

“Was I to leave these things unde- 
veloped before the committee?’ asked 
Senator Walsh..*‘hkurthermore. the at- 
torney general said Senator Wheeler 
was to be indicted on a new charge, 
but the facets are the charge being 
prosecuted here is based on identical- 
lv the same transactions as are 
volved in the Moenutana case.” 

The senator argued that a 
jury impanelled ere would not be 
“so inrpartial in the matter as it 
should be:”’ that there were circum- 
stances which inade him “cautious 
for perjured tes'imony in this case,” 
and that althoush he did not quesr- 
tion the “deserved reputation” of 
Mr. Stone for “justice, wvrobity and 
high character.” the attorney general 
had been forced to rely for his facts 
upon lesser employees of the justice 
department. 

He added that it must be remem- 
hered some appvintees of Harry M. 
Daugherty still remain in the de- 
partment ana named Assistant Atfor- 
ney General Rusia Holland, Warren 
KF. Martin, secretary to the attorney 
general, anid John Pratt, who is pre- 
senting evidence to the grand jury 
here. 

“Whatever the disposition of the 
attorney general.’ he said, “he has 
breathed the perfervid air of the de- 
partment during the past year. 

Heflin Reviews Ownbey Case. 

Senator Heflin. democrat. Alabama, 
reviewed in detail the Ownbey case, 
which he deelarel “a legal fraud” in 
which Mr. Ownbey “lost everything 
he had.” 

“Mr. Stone is said to have appear- 
ed only when the ease came to the 
supreme court,” said Senator Heflin, 
“but when he did, he put his inter- 
pretation on the constitution. He 
took the position that whit occurred 
in the lower courts was t¢gular and 
proner. 

“Tf he holds that decision was 
proper, God help the litigants who go 
before him on the supreme  eourt 
bench.” 

Norris Raps Appointments. 

In opposing Mr. Stone’s nomina- 
tion, Senator Norris assailed the ap- 
pointments by [resident Coolidge 
generally, declaring he could not re- 
call one of importance where there 
had not been select@éd a man who had 
“the viewpoint ef the monopoly and 
of the trust.” 

“The people of this country,” he 
said, “refrained from putting a Mor- 
gan attorney in the white house; they 
preferred a Vermont farmer. But 
they did not know that, instead of 
putting in the white house for four 
years an attorney of Morgan and com- 
pany, their votes meant the putting 
of an attorney of Morgan and com- 
pany on the supreme court for life. 

“They didn’t know that Mr. War- 
ren, tainted with the sugar trust, was 
going to be appointed attorney gen- 
eral. They did not know that a rail- 
road man. Mr. ‘Woodlock, his pen 
still dripping with ink from writing 
editorials for the Wall Street Journal, 
was going to be put on the interstate 
commerce commission. They did not 
know that « reactionary, Mr. Humpb- 
rev, was going to he appointed to the 
federal trade commission. All of these 
are honorable men, I concede, able 
men. but all have the big business 
viewpoint.” 

Borah Defends Walsh. 

Praising Mr. Stone as a man of 
character and as one of “the mos‘ 
liberal-minded men who has been od 
torney general within a decade. Se 
ator Borah also dofended enater 
Walsh from attacks in cennection 
with the Stone nomination. declaring 
his conduct in the matter had been 
“above reproach.” The Idaho senator 
characterized as “perfectly absurd” 
the contention that the Stone nomi- 
nation. had been held up because of 
his action in seeking au indictment 
against Senator Wheeler.

The 

Rockefeller plan 

— has been lauded 

to the skies by employers who are 
opposed to trade unions. The pur- 
pose of the Rockefeller plan was and 
is to fool the workers into becoming 
utterly dependent upon their em- 
ployment for everything in life. Un- 
der this plan the worker has no voice 
whatever in determining what wages 
he shall receive for his labor nor the 
conditions under which he shall work. 
Thus the worker is deprived of his 
most important rights. The Rocke- 


feller plan attempts to atone for this 


injustice by offering the worker so- 


ealled industrial welfare, but that 
kind of welfare does net furnish 
bread, meat and clothing for the 
miner’s family. Pay the miner a de- 
cent wage and leave him a free man 
and he will leok after his own wel- 
fare. The trouble with all such in- 
stitutions as the Rockefeller irdus- 
trial plan is this: The very existence 
of the plan recognizes the need for 
some agency or representation 
through which the worker may expect 
to obtain justice and fair treatment. 
The worker has found such agency 
and representation in his trade union. 
The Rockefeller plan attempts to sub- 
stitute something else for the trade 
union, but the report of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, based upon its own 
exhaustive research and study, proves 
that the attempt is a total failure be- 


cause it does not do justice to the 
worker. There is a deep lesson in 
this report, not only to Jabor, but to 
employers as well.

Premier Heriot, of France, is skill- 
fully maneuvering his ship of govern- 
ment between the political rocks and 
with longer experience he is becoming 
a rather crafty navigator.

Continued oceupation of the 
Rhineland only serves to accentuate 
the injustice of the Versailles treaty 
and if France violates that treaty 
how can she expect that a virile and 
great people like the Germans will 
abide by its humiliating terms, the 
more as the Germans signe’ the treaty 
under protest. M. Herriot may save 
his parliamentary life for a time by 
words, but the liberals of France and 
Germany may expect something more. 
The sweets of office may be delicious. 
Yet there -are times when justiee 
should come before political power or 
party considerations,

AUNT FLORA’S ARTHRITIS. 
(Continued from yesterday.) 

“One of the most striking features 
of this peculiar form of chronic 
arthritis is its apparently close con- 
nection with the menopause, Forty- 
three of the 50 cases occurred after 
menopause, 10 immediately after, 
seven within one year after and 13 
within two years after. Only seven 
cases developed before the menopause, 
and in these cases, the symptoms of 


arthritis preeded the change of.life by 
only a short interval.” 

Before you run away with any false 
deduction from these statistics, let me 
say that 1 find that in 50 cases of 
cancer and eases of chronic 
nephritis and 50 cases of arterios- 
clerosis the statisties closely follow 
those given for “‘arthritis of the meno- 
pause,” but outside of nostrum litera- 
ture we do not attribute these latter 
diseases to the woman's age. 

The average height of the 50 pa- 
tients was 5 feet, 3 inches, and the 
average weight 182 1-2 pounds. Now 
possibly that doesn’t mean much 
either, for obesity is probably becom- 
ing. more popular every day, with 
women past 30. Drs. Cecil and Archer 
atone for their far fetched association 
of the peculiar type of arthritis with 
the menopause, by advancing the opin- 
ion that the “greatly increased weight 
of these women puts a considerable 
strain on the knees, and this strain is 
increased when the patient’s obesity 
brings about abduction and eversion 
of the feet. The mechanical theory, 
however, will not entirely explain the 
condition, since the fingers, shoulders 
and back may also be implicated.” 

A eharacteristic in this form of 
arthritis is the presence of Heber- 
den’s nodes, thickenings or enlarge- 
ments of the last joints (end phalan- 
geal joints) of the fingers, in most 
Cases. 

A striking fact about this form of 
arthritis is that it seems to be limited 
to women and does not occur in 
obese middle aged men, according to 
Drs. Cecil and Archer. Maybe men 


with arthritis of this kind hesitate to} 


consult these doctors lest the doctors 
tell ’em they’re suffering from the 
change of life. I know of several men 
who have it and not all of them are 
old women. Heberden’s nodes are com- 
monly seen in cases of so-called rhen- 
matoid arthritis, arthritis deformans, 
metabolic arthritis, and over 80 per 
cent of these cases occur in women of 
middle age. Drs. Cecil and Archer 
frankly confess that the results of en- 
docrine treatment (ovarian extract, 
pituitary extract, thymus and thyroid) 
have been disappointing, and that 
fact, I think, counterbalances any- 
thing cited to support the menopause 
theory. The doctors did note distinct 
improvement in most cases, however, 
when the. excessive weight was re- 
duced,

physician. He can determine what 
kind of diet she should follow, if anv, 
to reduce; how much oxygen she 
should take on the hoof every day;

whether sufficient regulation thereof 
can be effected by means of more 
familiar medicines.

Safe to Bathe. 

If I was to go and take a shower 
bath this time of year and then have 
a rubdown with alcohol would I be 
in danger of contracting a cold on the 
way home afterward? Also is a show- 
er with warm weter all right for a 
person who is nervous? (Mr. K. G.) 

Answer—The bath and rubdown 
would not affect your susceptibility 
to disease. Possibly cold baths tend to 
increase one’s” resistance to. the 
respiratory infections. I believe a 
shower bath is the only kind people 
ordinarily should take, and a warm 
shower is all right for a person who is 
seared about something. But why he 
scared? Maybe a cool shower will give 
you better courage. A person wio 
purports to be “nervous” is scared. 
If he doesn’t know what he is afraid 
of, he ought to seek the services of a 
physician in whom he can place un- 
reserved confidence, to help bring the 
bogey to light and dispose of it. If he 
can’t impose in the ‘physician un- 
reserved confidence, he would do bet- 
ter to go on indefinitely being scared. 
Most persons purporting to be “ner- 
vous’ defeat the physician’s best ef- 
forts by their own reserve, I reckon 
it is partly a touch of Billings com- 
plaint.

In this age of rush, people seem to 
have more and more heart trouble. 
How can a person tell if his heart is 
weak? One doctor said T had a bad 
heart: another said there was nothing 
wrong with it. (J. M. D.) 

Answer—tTry to run a mile. If you 
ean you have a good heart. Or skip 
up three or four flights of stairs two 
at a time. If you arrive at the top 
alive your heart ean’t be very bad. 
Hold your breath 40 seconds. If at the 
end of that time you can resume 
breathing, your heart is pretty good; 
if you do not resume breathing you 
won’t mind ahout the condition of 
vour heart. This is not the age of 
rush. It is the age of sit.. Heart dis- 
ease is not on the increase. Physicians 
more frequently diagnose it nowadays, 
because they are acquiring more 
knowledge of functional diagnosis 
now that people are beginning to con- 
sult: them before the trouble drifts 
inte the advanced “oreanic” stare.

Washington, February 6.-—(Spe- 
cial.)—-As a consequence of Ambas- 
sador Jusserand’s inconelusive discus- 
sions with our government over the 
French debt, the whole subject of in- 
ternational and interallied debts has 
again been brought to the fore and in 
this country there has been a renewal 
of the declaration in principle that the 
United States would never consent to 
cancel any of these debts. But the 
odd and even astonishing thing is that 
despite this assurance the United 
States has alrendy agreed to cancel 
the whole of the principal and part 
of the interest of the British debt and 
offers similar terms to all our other 
debtors. 

This fact, which is generally un- 
known to the country at large, may 
easily be illustrated by a brief refer- 
ence to the Baldwin settlement, un- 
der which the British debt was liqui- 
dated. Great Britain owed us a capi- 
tal sum of $4,600,000,000 represented 
by an equal amount of Liberty loan 
bends on which we are paying annual- 
lv at 4 1-4 per cent the tidy sum of 
$195,500,000. But the British agree- 
ment to pay us only commits our 
British debtor to pay approximately 
$160.000.000 during the next ten years 
{or $35,000,000 annually less than we 
pay for the bonds which represent the 
loan. Thus at the end of ten years, 
in 1952, the British so far from hav- 
ing paid anything toward the princfl- 
pal of their debt will have paid $550,- 
000,000 less than we have paid in in- 
terest on the same debt. 

In 1932 the British will increase 
their payment to $184,000,000 = an- 
nually, but that will still be mate- 
rially less than the $195.500.000 we 
are paying the Liberty Bonds with- 
out any consideration of the interest 
on the $350,000.000 which we have 
already expended in excess of the 
British interest payments, actually 
$11,000,000. As the average life of our 
| Liberties extends to 1942, ~e shall 
during that 10 years pay $110,000,000 
more in interest than the British. 
Thus at the end of 20 years not only 
will the British have made no con- 
tribution to the extinetion of the prin- 
cipal of the debt, but for our taxpuy- 
ers the debt will be $460,000,000 
larger than it was in 1922, that ‘is, 
the sum of the excess interest pay- 
ments. Thus the capital for the debt 
for Pag be something over $5,000.- 


For 40 years after 1932 the Brit- 
ish will continue ‘to pay us on the 
average about $184,000,000 annually. 
We may be able in the meantime to 
refund our debt at a lower rate of 
interest. But what the British will 
pay cannot in any case amount to 
more than three and a half per cent 
on the actual capital of the debt and 
we cannot hope to refund our debt at 
1a lower rate of interest than three 
‘and one-half per cent. 

Thus the Baldwin \ transaction 
‘amounted to a consent on our part to 
}eoncel all of the principal of the Brit- 
ish debt to us and in addition to al- 
low. the British to pay a smaller rat: 


of interest on the principal than we 
were paying, It is conceivable that 
after a period of years by refunding 
the Liberty loans at a lower rate of 
interest we might ultimately make the 
British interest payments carry the 
cost to us of the debt we incurred to 


make the loan, But there would pot 
be in any case any contribution to ex- 
tinguish the principal. Thus, when 
the British stop paying interest in 
1982 we shall still have to pay off the 
principal of the debt, unless we have 
previously paid it. 

Now, since we have officially an- 
nounced that the Baldwin settlement 
represents the model for all other debt- 
ors—indeed, President Coolidge in his 
message suggested we might even give 
better terms in cases where our debt- 
ors capacity was Jess than the Brit- 
ish—we have in practice and in prin- 
cipal agreed to the eancellation of alt 
of the capital sums of all of our for- 
eign debts and have simply held out 
to get back something of the interest 
charge over a period of years. 

Of course this settlement, which rep- 
resented the maximum that was possi- 
ble, is no more than a recognition of 
the principle that none of the capital 
sums of any of the debts of any na- 
tion growing out of the war cauld ever 
be paid, But since it was impossible 
to tell the taxpayers of the several] - 
nations this bitter truth the fact was 
camouflaged under the covering of an- 
nual payments. 

Exactly the same process has taken 
place with respect of German repa- 
rations. Under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and by the London agre-meat 
the capital sum of German obsl:2a 
tion was fixed at $33,000.000,000. 
But the Dawes plan of last year «ubh- 
stituted an annual payment of a.max- 
imum of around $600,000,000. This 
sum is obviously less than two per 
cent of the capital, with no provision 
for any sinking fund. And it should 
be appreciated that the ereditors of 
Germany have had to raise the moter 
to meet the costs which it was ag.eed 
Germany should bear at costs risiag 
far above six per cent interest. 

Thus with respect of interallied 
debts we have accepted the policy cf 
cancelling all of the principal and 
collecting, if we can, only a part of 
the interest burden, while the credi- 
tors of Germany have taken exactly . 
the same course with respect of 
reparations. All we are asking 
Britain to do, guccessfully. and 
France, Italy and ‘other allied de‘i- 
ors unsuccessfully. is to pay part of 
the interest»on a debt we agree never 
to ask them to pay a penny of. 

Thus, practice has establishe! the 
folly of all of the calculations of 
the peace conference as to moking 
Germany bear the costs of her ‘ievas- 
tations and all of the equal inexacti- 
tude of American political arguuents 
as to the iniquity of any canceiiat:on 
of debts. For we have ecancelied the 
British debt and offered to cancel vik 
the others, so far as principal is con- 


cerned.

In “addition to the anti-jitneys 
measure, the following ordinances 
await action by the chief executive: 

An ordinance regulating sale of pis- 
tols and ammunition in Atlanta by 
permitting their sale only on permits 
voted by council and approved by 
the mayor. 


Milk Pasteurization. 

An ordinance reqyiring pasteuriza- 
tion of all milk sold in Atlanta except 
certified and grade A milk after a 
period of 12 months, and which also 
provides for immediate grading of all 
milk and other regulation and inspec- 
tion governing production and sale of 
the city’s milk supply. 

An ordinance abolishing the traffic 
bureau of the police department. 

All but the last named ordinances 
were a@opted by council at the regu- 
lar meeting Monday, while action abol- 
ishing the traffic bureau was taken 
at an adjourned session Thursday. 

An unsuccessful attempt to amend 
the pistol ordinance by striking out 
the clause pertaining to sale of am- 
munition met defeat Thursday when 
the proposed amendment was referred 
to the police committee for further 
consideration. Referring the amend- 
ment means that the ammunition 


clause will be contained in the ordi- 
nance to be considered by the mayor 


today. 
Anti-Pistol Ordinance. 

Mayor Sims repeatedly has ex- 
pressed !timself as favoring any lezis- 
lation to lessen the number of pistol 
“toters,” and despite objections filed 
ageinet the ordinance by tw6é persons, 
it appears certain that he will ap- 
prove the measure. 

‘The amendment by which the am- 
munition clause would be struck out 
out was introdueed by Councilman 
frank H. Reynolds, who explained 
that it would affect sale of practically 
all rifle cartridges, as they will fit 
aJmust any pistol. 

Councilman Harry York, who spon- 
sored the ammunition section of the 
ordinance, defended it warmly, claim- 
ing that objections of a few people 
interested in the sale of ammunition 
should make no difference in a case 
where human lives are concerned. 

The same stand was taken by Coun- 
cilIman Horace Russell, who urged 
that the ammunition section be al- 
lowed to stand until further investi 
gation of its merits, and moved that 
the proposed amendment be referred 
to the police committee. 

The jitney ordinance, which would 
kecome effective 30 daya after being 
signed, prevents operation of any jit- 
ne, with a seating capacity of less 
than 17 in any part of the city, and 
does not allow even those to operate 
on streets where street car lines are 
operated, on streets within two biocks 
and parallel to streets occupied by 
car tracks, and on certain streets 
designated as congested. It would, 
however, permit operation of bus lines 
tou Sylvan Hiils and Morningside sec- 
tions. 

Sam F. Schlesinger, president of 
the Atlanta Jitney Bus association, 
has announced that if the ordinance 


Lis signed by the mayor, injunctions 


will be filed to prevent enforcing or 
the law, and the jitneys will continue 
to operate in violation of the ordi- 
nance in order to carry the matter 
to the courts.

In 1919 Mr. Ochs was made cheva- 
lier of the order of the legion of 
honor. and in 1924, nominated bv 
President Poincare. he was promoted 
to officer by President Milerand. 

Mr. Ochs received the honorary de- 
gree of master of arts from Yale uni- 
versity in 1922 and the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws for Columbia 
university in 1924.

There had been a steady improve- 
ment, in Paavo Nurmi from June, 
1907, when, as a skinny-legged 10-year- 
old he covered the 1,500-meter course 
mm 5 minutes and 2 seconds. But it 
was in 1919 that he made his most im- 
pressive stride forward. 


His training had become more sys- 
tematic that -year. He had decided 
that an athlete, to do his best, must 
remain ever in the best physical ¢on- 
dition. Those who argued on occa- 
sional relaxation, or occasional indul- 
gencies, argued vainly. Paavo be- 
lieved good physical condition should 
be the normal condition of everyone, 
and that periods of relaxation or self- 
indulgence were too costly. 

Ameficans and others who have seen 
Nurmi in action have commented on 
his Jack of muscular development in 
the arms and shoulders. They say 
he has neglected all-nround develop- 
ment. This, however, is far from 
the case, 


The Nurmis do not run to bulding 
muscles. No athlete has used his 
legs more than Paavo Nurmi, but when 
one compares those limbs with the 
underpinning of many American stars, 
the Nurmi legs seem mere pipe stems. 
The thighs are especially small— 
scarcely greater in circumference than 
the calves. Paavo is not a meaty in- 
dividual, and the slender arms simply 
conform to the general plan on which 
he is built. The arms, like the legs, 
are slim, but the muscles which lack 
bulk, do not lack strength and elastic- 
ity—thev are the muscles of the grey- 
hound that he is. 

The training scheme of Paavo fol- 
lowed prior to the Finnish natioral 
championships of 1919 was one thut 
took care of his all-round develop- 
ment.

Practically self-educated, he soon 
showed a remarkable adaptability az 
an instructor, with mathematics as 
his specialty. After his education 
had been completed by an older broth-

\ ell-k- own teachers of their day, he 
accepted a position as assistant teach- 
er to his sister at Carnesville. Ga.., 
where he was born, and acted as in- 
ge: for many who were twice his 


watter his apprenticeship witb hiy 
sister, he moved to Palmetto, Ga., 
where he served under his brother. A 
sifert time later, both he and his 
brother moved to layetteville, where 
they opened a school and Jaunched 
a newspaper. 

Unique Paper. 

A word regarding the paper—The 
Literary Casket—is not amiss, as it 
stundgs almost unique ip papers of 
that, or any other age. ‘Lhe paper 
took no part or sides in politics, and 
refused to print any stories regarding 
murders, robberies, or scandals any 
kind, although no stories of any other 
variety were overlooked. 

While at Fayetteville, the Looney 
brothers published “Looney’s Aritb- 
metic,” which was used in many 
Georgia schools at that time, and rare 
copies of which still may be found in 
the libraries of those who were stu- 
dents at the Looney school. 

After several years the brother 
left, but Professor Looney continued 
operation of his school at Fayette- 
ville until the war between the states, 
when he was named captain of a 
company recruited from Fayetteville 
and Palmetto. He served with distine- 
tion during the war, being promoted 
to the rank of colonel shortly before 
peace was declared. 

Back To Teaching. 

Returning to His old home at Fay- 
eiteville after the war, Mr. Looney 
opened a “select school,” and many of 
the prominent families of that vicin- 
ity sent their children to him. 

After a short stay in Fayetteville 
Allan D. Candler. who later became 
one of Georgia’s great governors, 
persuaded Mr. Looney to go with him 
to Jonesboro, where they opened a 
school together, Mr. Candler having 
charge of the language department, 
while Mr. Looney taught mathema- 
tics, 

After teaching at a number of othe: 
Georgia cities, "Mr. Looney went to 
Florida, his first school in that state 
being at Starke. At that time, ac 
cording to his own description, many 
of the rougher element, which com 
posed a major portion of the popula- 
tion, even rode their horses into 
church on their occasional visits to 
that edifice, and hitched them to thc 
altar rail. 

Professor Looney’s, schoo! at Starke 
had suca a great moral effect that 
before he left the city had become 
one of the most orderly and God-wor- 
shiping in the the entfre section. 

Lost on Oranges. 

While at Starke Mr. Looney phe 
owned an orange «grove, but poor 
weather and several bad seasons in 
succession practically bankrupted 
him, and he returned to teaching ia 
Georgia. 

Several years later Mr. Looney re- 
turned to Florida, and opened a col- 
lege at Mellrose, owned and controlled 
by him. However, disaster also over- 
took that yenture, and the entire 
school burned, the student body of 
100 barely escaping from the dining 
room before the building caved in. 

Professor Looney’s last school was 
at Ocala, Fla., in 1911, and since that 
time he has devoted his time to wan- 
dering about the conntry. writing 
poetry and ballads for his own 
amusement, 

Morality in Code. 


“T attributed the success of my 
many schools to the code of laws un- 
der which they were operated.” Mr. 
Looney said. “The first law of that 
code was morality, and in_ every 
school that I ever conducted the week 
was opened with a lecture on moral 
conduct. What made me a man is 
being a real Christian, and I always 
endeavored to mold the children en- 
trusted to my care from the same 
form.” 

Mr: Looney was an intimate friend 
and confidante of Woodrow Wilson 
when Wilson was a young lawyer 
practicing in Atlanta. 

No greater tribute ever could be 
paid to him than the one hy Justice 
“Dick’ ‘Russell, who recently said, 
“Professor Looney educated = and 
turned out more good Georgians— boih 
morally and intellectually—than any 
institution in the state.”

PILL DISCOVERED 


BY THE ASSOCIATED ‘PRESS. 
Columbus, Ohio, February 5.—¥ind- 
ing of another capsule containing 
nothing but pois_n was the chief re- 
ward today in the investigation of the 
recent sudden deaths of two. Ohio 
State university students and the vio- 
lent illness of at least three others. 
Questioning of 23 students of the 
G4 who have worked in the pharmacy 
college dispensary, from whien the 
medicine was issued, however, failed 
to suggest even the hint of a possible 
clue as to how the poison got into the 
bottles,. supposedly containing noth- 
ing but capsules of quinine. 
Outstanding. developments 
day were: 
Calling in of state pharmacy board 
officials to make a check of the dis- 
pensing of the poison in question in 


of the 


the last year. 


Abandonment by university otficials 
of any attempt at an independent in- 
vestigation. 

Discovery of an “orphan” bottle of 
the poison, covered with dust and 
pushed back on a shelf in the dis- 
pensary. 

Completion of the chemical analy- 
sis of all capsules issued from the 
“death bottle.” 

Participation Mf county officiais in 
the investigation. 

Discovery of the second capsule 
made up entirely of the poison came 
during the afternoon in the course of 
examination by Dr. Clayton S. Smith, 
of the college of medicine, of pre- 
scriptions turned back by students in 
response to the request made yester- 
day by President W. O. Thompson, of 
the university. The capsule was 
among those given to David I. Puskin, 
. Canton, who died suddenly Sun- 
aay. 

Examination of the eapsule found 
in Puskin’s room after his death by 
Dr. W. H. Humphrey, who attenided 
him, showed that it contained four 
grains of the poison, or enough to kill 
four ordinary persons. The only 
other capsule, out of perhaps 300 in 
the bottle, found to contain poison 
was one turned in by Timothy J. Mce- 
Carthy, of Freemont, Ohio, the first 
to be taken violently ill. 

All told, however, investigation has 
disclosed the probable existence of at 
least eight of the capsules in the bot- 
tle. Another is now believed to have 
been the cause of the death of Charles 
H. Huls, of Logan, Ohio, the first 
student to die, whose death was 
ascribed originally as tetanus. 

Discovery of the new bottle of poi- 
s0n in the pharmacy dispensary was 
made by Dr. Clair A. Dye, dean of tite 
college of pharmacy, late last night. 
Unable to sleep as a result of the de- 
velopments of the last five days, Dr. 
Dye returned to the dispensary and 
personally examined all the shelves in 


tthe room. 


Buchanan, Ga., February 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-A verdict of “not guilty” was 
returned here this morning by the jury 
in the case of Jeff Henderson, tried in 
Haralson superior court for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Robret Stewart last No- 
vember. 

Following his acquittal, Henderson 
made $1,000 bond on the charge of as- 
sault with attempt to murder Rev. 
Robert Stewart and was freed. 

The verdict was rendered at 9:30 
eo clock, after the jury had considered 
the case one hour Wednesday night 
and one hour and 20 minutes after go- 
ing to the jury room at 8 o'clock this 


morning. 
Showed No Emotion. 

Henderson showed no emotion at the 
announcement of the jury’s verdict, 
but stepped forward and eagerly shook 
hands with each of the jurors, who 
had held his life in balance. He im- 
mediately made tond for himself on 
the Stewart assault charge, also 
$2,000 bonds for his two sens, Otis 
and Herbert, indicted jointly with 
him on the murder charge. After 
which, father and sons were released. 

Cal Bishop, Jr., and Tom Gober, Jr., 
indicted jointly with Henderson, were 
also released on $2,000 bonds. 

Three of the four men held in Talla- 
poosa jail in the case have been given 
their liberty. They are Emmet and 
Henry Hicks, and Joe Hillyard. Ben 
Carter is still held. Tasker Cole, held 
in. Buchanan jail in connection with 
the case, was also released today. 

The trial of Jeff Henderson began 
in superior court here Monday, Judge 
I’. A. Irvin presiding. Solicitor Gen- 
eral Ed Griffith was assisted in the 
prosecution by Will ‘Frawick, of 
durtown. Attorneys for the defense 
were J. R. Hutcheson, of Douglasville ; 
Walter Matthews, Buchanan, and-R. 
S. MeGarity, of Dallas, Ga. 

Evidence Concluded Wednseday. 

Evidence in the case was concluded 
at 3 o’clock Wednesday ; argument and 
the judge’s charge consume] six hours, 
the. case going to the jury at 9 o’elock. 
After deliberating an bour, the jury 
was ordered to retire and to report at 
the court house at 8 o’clock this morn- 
inz. 
Immediately -after receiving the 
Henderson verdict, Judge Izvin ad- 
journed court, the next session to con- 
vene in April. It is assumed that the 
men indicted jointly with Jeff Heuder- 


‘son will be placed on trial at that 


time. 

Tne Stewart case approached state- 
wice scope in interest. Mrs. Stewart, 
wife of Rev. Robert Stewart, a Metho- 
dist preacher, was shot November 15 
at Draketown, when she went to the 
rescue of her husband, who was forced 
into an automobile by a band of al- 
leged nightriders, following his right 
on moonshining. Mrs. Stewart fired 
into the would-be abductors and was 
in return fired wpon, and received 
wounds from which she died two days 
later at an Atlanta hospital. 

Her husband, in the excitéient, 
leaped from the automobile, grabbed 
the pistol from the hands of his pros- 
trate wife. and fired several shots at 
the fleeing cars. 

At the fall Methodist conference 
Rey. Stewart was transferred to a 
charge at Greensboro, but returned to 
Buchanan to assist in the prosecution 
of the men charged with the death 
of his wife.

‘Children’s Code 


Commission Bill): 


Resolutions pledging support of the 
Atlanta council of the Parent-Teacher 
association to the proposed children’s 
code commission bill to be submitted 
to the legislature this summer ,were 
adopted Thursday by the council, ac- 
cording to announcement made by Mrs. 
George M. Howsmon, president. 

In the resolution it is stated that 
the children’s code commission ap- 
pointed two years ago has prepared a 
code of laws for protection of child 
life in the state and is ready to pre- 
sent this code to the legislature at the 
next session. 

In outlining the provisions of the 
bill the resolution declares: 

The utmost cum has been taken to bring 
all of the laws affecting handicapped chil. 
dren up to as high a standard as is prac- 
ticable taking into. consideration Georgia 
conditions consulting child welfare and leg- 
islative opinion and all conflicting thought 
has been reconciled so that all friends of 
children and all women of Georgia can 
stand behind the enactment of the bill which 
has been prepared by the code commission. 

The bill revises our juvenile court law, 
our adoption laws. our desertion and o0n 
support laws, our illegitimacy ‘laws, our 
our school attend- 
ance law, our child labor law, our training 
schoo] laws and provides a code which will

But exports and takings do not represent

LOSSES ARE SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARKE] 


Chicago, February 5.—Efforts to 
dispose of wheat purchased by spec- 
ulators looking for higher levels today 
sent values to a new low record von 
the present downturn. At the fin- 
ish wheat showed a net loss of 3 1-4 
to cents with May 1.92 1-4 to 1.02 
0-8 and July 1.62 1-2 to 1.62 3-4; corn 
was off 1 3-4 to 2 1-4 cents; oats 3-4 
to 1 3-8 cent duwn while provisions 
varied from 12 cents lower to 5 cents 
higher. 

It wag a bearish market for wheat 
from the start. A dip in values at 
Liverpool, resulting from a _ report 
that Argentine shipments this week 
would be more than 7,000,000 bushels, 
was largely responsible for the ini- 
tial downturn here: Bearish news cou- 
tinued to sift into the pits and de- 
clines became more pronounced, The 
May delivery just before the close 
touched 1.91 5-8,. or more than 7 
cents under the previous close, and 
two cents lower than the record low 
price of a few days ago. Bnenos 
Aires showed a slump as a result of 
more favorable weather for the move- 
ment of the crop there, and Washing- 
ton advices telling that dills were to 
be introduced in congress toward an 
investigation of the recent upturn in 
wheat also served to increase pessi- 
mistic sentiment. 

Numerous traders, however, confi- 
dent that wheat was due for another 
ascension in price, became good buy- 
ers On all the early declines, but 
when it became apparent that touay 
was not the day for the upturn they 
dumped their holdings into the pit. 
only to find demand lacking. 

Corn showed fair strength early on 
persistent commission house buying 
but weakened later with wheat and 
although new low records were regis- 
tered, the decline was not as severe as 
the break in wheat. 

Oats were under pressure and trad- 
ing prevailed at lower levels, there 
being considerable selling pf May and 
July placed to the account of com- 
mission houses with eastern coniec- 
tic ns. 

Provisions were somewhat easier, 
showing firmness at the start in line 
with the streugth in hog values and 
later easing Off in sympathy with 
grains.

Crude Is Advanced. 


California crude has just been ad- 
vanced 25 to 5S cents a barrel. This 
advance was announced simujtanevus- 
Jy with publication of trade statistics 
showing that crude oil production 
dropped last week on a daily average 
of 41,000 barrels. This drop was 
due largely to the collapse of the 
Wortham pool in Texas, which fell 
off one-third. 

Stocks of gasoline on hand increased 
46,000,000 zallons during December, 
but officials conversant with trade 
practices say that price exchanges 
@re based on the outlook rather than 
the actual condition of the moment, 
£0 that the more significant factor 
is the tendency of consumption to 
overtake production. For instance, 
roduction increased 20 per cent in 

ember over that of a year ago, 
but consumption increased 27 per 
cent. 

President Coolidge stated recently 
that the great problem of the oil in- 
austry was the elimination of waste- 
ful overproduction and he wanted the 
board he had appointed to cooperate 
with the industry to stop it. Those 
who accepted this statement were 
surprised, thereforé, when oil and 
gasoline prices began to go up almost 
immediately. The surprise was in- 
creased by the explanation that a 
oe aeti off in production was re- 
sponsible. 


Situation Is Curious. 

One other curious element in the 
situation is that the normal law of 
supply and demand does not seem to 
work out in gasoline prices. Con- 
sumption of motor fuel is lowest in 
winter months, but the price goes up. 


Supreme Court 
Is Overworked, 
Says Solicitor 


New York, February 5.—The Unit- 
ed States supreme court is the great- 
est and noblest court in the world, 
hut it is being overworked, according 
to dames A. Beck, solicitor generul 
of the United States. Beck discussed 
the supreme court before the Bar As- 
sociation of New York City Thurs- 
day night. 

“Priot to 1825 the court disposed 
of 24 cases a year,’ Beck said. “In 
the first half century of its ezistence 
the court disposed of, on an average, 
about 50 cases a year. Ag late as 
the Civil war, the average was less 
than 100 cases. ’ 
_ “Then came a remarxable growth 
in its activities; and when the cir- 
cuit court of appeals was created to 
give the supreme cour: relief, the 
court had more than 1,500 cases on 
its docket, and it took three years 
for a litigant to get a hearing. 

“In each court term in recent years 
there have been abcut 1,000 cases 
and it is impossible for the supreme 
court to dispose of them.” | 

Beck advocated narrowing the 
court’s jurisdiction to include only 
cases important to the whole nation.

Washington, February 5.—As an 
expression of its confidence in Brig- 
adier General “Billy” Mitcliell, assist- 
ant chief of the army air service, the 
special subcommittee of the house air- 
craft committee has subpoenaed the vig- 
orous air ofticer to appear before it 
again Friduy to give his side ef the 
controversy which has brought threats 
of his Jemution. 

As a result of his appearance. an 
interesting and spicy joint debuce is 
expected, for his testimony will be 
given in the presence of Majer General 
Hugh Drnin, who has presented the 
views of the war department on-avia- 
tion development, which are very dif- 
ferent from those held by Mir-hell. 
Members of the subcommittee ex- 
pressed the view that a lively discus- 
sion would take place. 

Recalling of Mifchell, whose pre- 
vious testimony before the committee 
stirred up all the trouble, was decided 
upon instead of adoption of a resolu- 
tion criticising the war department 
for disciplining the air officer, which 
has been presented to the subcommit- 
tee. The resolution will be held up. 
probably shelved. 

It is known that Mitchell is being 
called back in order to get his side 
of the controversy before the public as 
a result of the flare-back from his e- 
cent statements. The committee is 
sympathetic toward him, and took this 
method of saying so. 

Specifically, Mitchell will be asked 
regarding a cectain maneuver in the 
world war, which he planned, a gen- 
eral, offensive in which 300 planes 
participated. Drusa testified that this 
offensive failed in its objective. This 
failure was cited by Drum as being 
the basis of the war department's 
position that a unified air force is 
unwise, Mitchell will be asked regard- 
ing this maneuver. 

“We will give Mitchell a full op- 
portunity to give his side of the case.” 
Representative Perkins, of New Jer- 
sey, chairman, said. 

Simultaneously with Mitchell’s ap- 
pearance it is expected that fhe war 
department will wake public his let- 
ter in substantiation of his recent tes- 
timony, whieh Perkins eaid he had 
heen informed had been received at 
the war department. 

Two denials of charges made by 
Mitchell and others that officers had 
heen “‘gagged” from telling the truth 
regarding conditicn of the service 
were nresented to the subcommittee 
Thursday. one from Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur. the other from Rear 
Admiral Moffett. 

Wilbur said that naval officers 
“are perfectly free to state fully and 
fairly all facts within their knowledge 
not of a confidential or secret charae- 
ter, and to fully express their opin- 
ions on any matters into which yeur 
committee desires to inquire.” 

Moffett declared that he desired io 
“state mostly emphatically that to the 
best of my knowledge and belief 
there is absolutely no foundation for 
the statement that officers were kept 
from statinz their opinions. 

“As chief of the burean of aero- 
nautics, I can assure vou neither by 
word nor deed have I in any way 
interfered with fnllest expression of 
opinion of the ofticers of the naval 
air service with regard to any mat- 
tcr whatsnever.”
